MY WRITINGS ARE my record. As a writer I wish to re- 
emphasize that the First Amendment guarantees the freedom of 
associition and the freedom of press.

I wrote io advance the cause of Labor. I supported those who tried 
to prevent World War II from breaking out, and who went to 
Spain “to make Madrid the tomb of fascism.” I am proud to have 
been the only newspaperman who crossed the Ebro with the _re- 
publican troops during the famous offensive. { was a correspondent 
in Werld War II and was in the concentration camp at Dachau 
the day the war ended in Europe. 

I saw the horrible sights.of the crematoria and the gas chamb- 
ers, stood in them, and I knéw what fascism, and what war, is. I 
charge that the work of committees like’ this, would, if unchecked, 
bring us to similar horrors of fascism and war. These spy-charges 
ave akin to Hitler’s Reichstag fire charges. Both were designed to 
blind the people trom the real issues by hypnotziing them with a 
Red scare.
